Mudge ‘Defeat’ Stuns Band

QAPE MUDGE — Indian 
Isadora ware stunned Monday 
night when a referendum nar¬ 
rowly failed to clear the w^ay 
for the Cape Mudge reserve 
to become the first Indian 
municipality,in Canada. 

Women burst Into tears and 
ran from the reserve band 
council office when it became 
apparent that the necessary 
75 per cent majority could not 
quite bo reached. 


The result — 71.4 per cent 
ui favor of incorporation 
under a federally and provin- 
clally approved agreement — 
was a shock to band chief 
Lawrence Lewis, who vowed 
he would quit. 

Of the 101 eligible voters. 91 
went to the polls at Cape 
Mudge and the Quins am re¬ 
serve In Campbell River. 

And 65 voted In favor of In- 
oorporation and 26 against, 
with no spoiled ballots. 


A switch of four noes to yes 
would have passed the refer- 
enduing 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell, who was sur¬ 
prised by the defeat, said 
Monday night he will recom¬ 
mend to the B.C. legislature 
that a 60 per cent yes vote be 
enough for Indian reserves to 
become municipalities in fu¬ 
ture. w 

But Chief Lewis sees the 
defeat as a vote of non-con¬ 


fidence end will resign “as 
soon a* l can put it in writ¬ 
ing," which he said would 
probably be today. 

Lewis and most other In¬ 
dian leaders at Cape Mudge 
had been highly confident that 
the referendum would pass 
because the move toward mu¬ 
nicipal statue offered the In¬ 
dians “nothing to lose end 
everything to gain." 

“I’m not so much upset as 
very disappointed," visibly 


fthaken Lewis told a Colonist 
corres{>ondent at Cape Mudge 
after the decision had been 
declared by Indian affairs de- 
partment representative 
Gerry Cook of Campbell 
River. 

“1 thought we had it made 
until the string \>f no’ votes 
began to oome out," Lewis 
said. 

The next step for the re¬ 
serve will be up to its new 
chief. 


Lewis did not know how 
long it would be before the 
municipality' question oould 
be put to the voters again. 

The chief had hivheart set 
on becoming the acting mayor 
of the village of Cape Mudge 
— a position he would have 
held if the referendum had 
passed. 

Now he is giving up after 
several years of work on ne¬

The strike by Canada’s 1,600 
air traffic controllers has 
closed airports, inconveni¬ 
enced travellers, frustrated 
merchants awaiting imported 
goods, iiampered airmail ser¬ 
vice and raised the possibility 
of a food shortage in some 
remote Arctic communities. 

It also has given extra bush 
ness to railways, bus lines 
and a few charter services. 
Its effects were felt Monday 
nationally and Internationally. 

Wliile the federal treasury 
board talked with the Canadi¬ 
an Air Traffic Control Associ¬ 
ation in Ottawa in an effort to 
end the strike, the country 
tried to find alternatives to 
air transportation. 

The transport department 
estimated that the strike 
would affect about 27,000 pas¬ 
sengers daily. 

But the people who ap¬ 
peared in the most trouble 
were Canada's Arctic 
dwellers. 

A spokesman for Pacific 


Western Airlines In Edmonton 
•aid it \£as possible that a 
number of remote communi¬ 
ties in tlie Arctic might face • 
food shortage tocause PWA, 
the major line flying to the 
North, was grounded. 

“At the moment, we don’t 
believe there’s any way Into 
these communities by air/' 
said tye PWA spokesman. 

“W* don't know how they 
stand at the moment, but it's 
obvious that food supplies will 
dwindle." 

CP Air laid off about 2.300 
employees and Pacific West¬ 
ern laid off l.000 for the dura¬ 
tion of the dispute. 

However, PWA said it has 
received permission to land 
and take off from U.S. air¬ 
ports In older to carry 
charter flight passengers to 
and from Europe. The com¬ 
pany has about 270 charter 
passengers in Europe.

Around—-Sharp 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister Mit¬ 
chell Sharp said Monday night 
the government wants to re¬ 
duce the proportion of Canadi¬ 
an exports which goes to the 
United States market. 

He told the Vancouver 
board of trade the Trudeau 
administration is seeking 
maximum diversification of 
export trade. 

This wolld reduce Canada’s 
vulnerability to "the vicissi¬ 
tudes of the American market 
and to changes in American 
economic policy ’’ 

Sharp was clearly referring 
in his address to the 10-per¬ 


cent import surcharge im¬ 
posed hy the U.S. last Oc¬ 
tober. 

It- remained In force for 
four months while Washington 
negotiated a major realign¬ 
ment of world currencies lo 
improve the U.S. baiame-of- 
pay merits position- 

At present the IJ.S, takes 
about 65 per cent of Canada’s 
exports, Sharp noted.

Murder’s Death Penalty 
Ruled Unconstitutional 


TRENTON. N.f (UPI) - 
The New Jersey supreme 
court ruled Monday that a 
law making murder punish¬ 
able by death was unconstitu¬ 
tional because it allowed de¬ 
fendants lo escape execution 
hy waiving their right to a 
jury trial. 

The ruling spared the lives 
of all 20 prisoners on New 
Jersey’s death row. and vir¬ 
tually outlawed capital pun¬ 
ishment in the state pnless 
the legislature enacts a more 
uniform death penalty law. 

Gov. William Catrttt said he 
would not submit new legisla¬ 
tion until the U.S. Supreme 
Court rule* "on whether the 
taking of a life constitutes 
‘cruel and unusual' punish¬ 
ment." Cahill said he would 
also await a report hy the 


New Jersey Capital Punish¬ 
ment Commission. 

The court baspd its 6-1 deci¬ 
sion un the precedent of a 
U.S. Supreme Court tiding 
that struck down a law per¬ 
mitting the death {>enalty in 
convictions by jury trial, 
while at the same time pro¬ 
viding maximum punishment 
of life imprisonment if the de¬ 
fendant pleads guilty. 

The high court ruling was 
predicated on the possibility a 
defendant would waive his 
jury trial right ..and plead 
guilty to avoid the death pen¬ 
alty. 

Since New Jersey's law was 
essentially the same, the slate 
court decision said, "We 
therefore accept the conclu¬ 
sion that the U S. Supreme 
Court lias declared the death 
(icnalty to he unconstitutional 
under our statute.” 


The dissenting justice. John 
Francis, said he disagreed be¬ 
cause “It ia important, I 
think, for th« judiciary to rt- I 
fraiu from interfering in im¬ 
portant policy matters, such 
a* continued existence of the 
death penally.’’ 

The law struck down Mon¬ 
day was but one of four that 
permit capital punishment in 
the state. Random kidnap¬ 
ping. sksaulf on high govern¬ 
ment officials and treason are 
also punishable by death in 
New Jersey. 

A state legal officer said, 
however, that the laws on kid¬ 
napping and assault are es¬ 
sentially the same as Hie 
murder statute and would he 
ruled unconstitutional for the 
same reason once challenged. 
No one has ever been convict¬ 
ed of treason against the 
state, he added.

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Legislators in Hiding 


'T'WO STATE OFFICE HOLDERS in California 
* have been making a play in the field of infla¬ 
tion by pressing for reduction* in the pay and al¬ 
lowances of elected representatives in the federal 
Administration as well as at Iheir own level of gov¬ 
ernment. 

They haven’t been getting any encouragement 
from their fellow representatives, but they have 
been making a name for themselves with the pub¬ 
lic. And perhaps, with sights set on the next elec¬ 
tion, that is their objective. 

That would be the reaction of the cynic, but 
there is another point on which a little pondering is 
in orper. Whether any political hay is being made 
or not, the take-away twosome have made solid 
contact with the constituents in their own districts 
and others through their unusual action. It has 
caught the fancy of the people who are taking a 
doeer look at the financial benefits of public office 
and are asking more questions regarding the re¬ 
sponsibilities of those holding seat* of power and of 
their activities. 

It has revived an interest in government which 
is something that might well be promoted in this 
country, hut not necessarily by the same means; al¬ 
though it is questionable that their keep is being 
earned by many members of the legislature here, 
for instance. 

Some of the members will be attempting to 
Justify their salaries in speeches during the annual 
session of the legislature opening this week. Some 


will make reports, of sorts, on what they thlpk 
they have accomplished since the last time they 
hob nobbed in the capital city. 

But when prorogation comes aroun^l Easter 
time, they'll disappear from public view for an¬ 
other nine months. 

Undoubtedly there are some who are ronscien 
tious in cori^pohdence with const!fuenTs who have 
specific problems, but it is unlikely they are full 
time letter-writing. What else do they do in the off¬ 
season, then? 

Perhaps some will explain their activities 
when they perform at the third session of the 29th 
legislative assembly. It would be refreshing if even 
a few were able to state that they held regular 
public meetings, for one thing, to hear the views of 
electors on any and all subjects, and perhaps, to “ 
explain certain actions by the cabinet so that there 
was greater understanding of government aims. 

It would be reassuring, too, for those who feel 
members of the legislature should be fully aware of 
what is happening in their ridings if some, if not 
all, were able to report they had attended so many 
.meetings of city and municipal councils in their rid¬ 
ings. 

The point is, not enough is seen nr heard from 
elected representatives during the full 12 months of 
the year and it is time they were held to account 
properly for their activities. The soft touch types 
can be voted out of office the next time around, but 
why should they be allowed even one year of swing¬ 
ing the lead?

Loss of Jobs and Taxes 


TN A LETTER to The Financial Post, the gen- 

eral manager of the Machinery & Equipment 
Manufacturers’ Association at Canada makes a 
point worth considering in regard to the bidding on 
four hydraulic turbines for B.C. Hydro’s Mica 
Creek project. The manager, C. A. Peck, not only 
suggests that the Russian contenders for the con 
tract would be “dumping," hut that their gain 
would be Canada's loss — and not merely the loss 
of a Canadian bidder. 

Mr. Peck relates that the French and Swiss 
bids on the turbines were around $22 million, the 
next three bidders were Japanese and their offers 
were from $16 to $18 million, then came Canada's 
Dominion Engineering Works Ltd. with a bid of 
$15.5 million, a Japanese bid of $14.3 million and fi 
nally, a bid from the Soviet Energomachexport at 
$9,5 million. It has been reported that the Russians 
and the low Japanese bidder will share the order 
equally.. 

“It is not our custom to cry ‘foul’ every time 
we lose an order to a legitimate low bidder from 
offshore — if there is no evidence of concessional 
financing or other form of foreign government sup¬ 
port, or dumping, there is nothing to do but 
sharpen our own pencils and come up with a more 
competitive offer next time around," Mr. lv<k 
Writ ef^“However, the bidding on this Mica Creek 
projects so widely inconsistent that one has to sus¬ 
pect predatory pricing — a price so low as to en¬ 
sure entry into a coveted market regardless of the 
loss suffered on the actual job concerned. 


“This is what the Russian bid looks like to us 
— a half-price offer submitted in the current flow 
of goodwill surrounding Canadian-Russian rela¬ 
tions . .i ,J 

The only defensive action available at this 
atage to the Canadian manufacturers, Mr. Peck ob¬ 
serves, is to call for an investigation leading to the 
levying of a dumping assessment on the Russians 
and perhaps the Japanese, “which they may well 
i^egard as a reasonable contribution to their overall 
campaign." He includes the Japanese because if the 
upward revaluation of Japanese currency were to 
apply to their quoted price, the dollar value of the 
bid would be about the same as that of the Canadi¬ 
an offer. 

But if the orders go to Russia and Japan, Mr. 
Peck says, the Canadian manufacturer will lose 
about 225 jobs for four years, a total of 900 man- 
years, and this at a time of high unemployment in 
Canada. Further, "it has also to be borne in mind 
that, on a $15.5 million contract, some $5.5 million 
goes into various public treasuries in the form of 
federal, provincial and municipal taxes, if the man¬ 
ufacturer is Canadian, bul not otherwise. So who 
wins, apart from the Russians and Japanese? Cer¬ 
tainly not Canada and probably not even B.C. 
Hydro.” 

Hydro ha® a proper interest, no one can deny, 
in keeping costs down while proceeding as rapidly 
as possible with development. But if the Canadian 

bid is below three out of four Japanese bids, it cer¬ 
tainly is reasonably competitive. Need we really 
“import unemployment ?”

Professor James R. Bysvine 
of the London School of Hy¬ 
giene and Tropical Medicine 
has told arvyitej national con¬ 
ference tinder the auspices of 
the United Nations' Food and 
Agriculture Organ i z a 
firm < FAO» that the future of 
wfyrlri agriculture may well 
depend on man’s ability to 
solva the twin problems of 
growing resistance of crop 
and linstock fiesta to existing 
pestn-idea and of environ¬ 
mental contamination by 
those chemirais. 

He saw an urgent need for 
research to develop new con¬ 
trol measures, including bio¬ 
logical control and other al¬ 
ternatives to chemical pes¬ 
ticides. Some 600 reports of 
resistance involving over 100 
different types of pest of agri¬ 
cultural and veterinary im¬ 
portance had already reached 
FAO headquarters in Rome 
and these, said Professor Bus- 
s vine, ’’only represent the 
oases we have verified . , . I 
cannot put the case strongly 
enough for the need for new 
measures. ' 

Many Insects also spread 
^ disease affecting - man Ac¬ 
cording to the UN’s World 
Health Qrg#ni/.aty>n (WHOL 
more then 200 species of in¬ 
sects have already developed 
resistance to ime or another 
of the chemical insecticides 
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used against them; and 105 of 
these carry disease to man 
and animals These include 
species of malaria and yellow 
fever mosquitoes, rat fleas 
carrying tnihonlc plague, 
black (lies, houseflies and lice, 
all spreading disease. 

When resistance appears to 
a group of insecticides, the 
usual counter-measure is to 
change to an insecticide of 
another group. An Intensive 
program of research into 
the whole issue of resistance 
was initiated by V^HO in Gen¬ 
eva back in ISM; and a fan- 
t a s t i c amount of data 
amassed since thei is now 
processed by a giant com¬ 
puter. More than 1,400 new in¬ 
secticide compounds have 
been tested by WHO and sub¬ 
mitted to seven stages of 
evaluation, from controlled 
laboratory conditions to field 
trials under different environ¬ 
mental conditions, against an 
immense variety of species. 

Ttie various stages of test¬ 
ing art earned out at WHO’s 
International Reference 
Centre* in Britain, North 
America and Africa and its 
field stations in Asia and Afri¬ 
ca. During the field trials, 
hundreds of thousands of 
homes are sprayed and care¬ 
ful observations made. Chem¬ 
ical compounds that pass this 
supreme test esn he recom¬ 
mended lor operational use. 

* * * 

But to far, only five com* 
pound# have proved success¬ 
ful. And only two, malathion 
and propoaur, have reached 
the stage where they can be 
recommended as a replace¬ 
ment of DDT, the popular but 
extremely resistant pesticide 
.many of whnee usee in agri¬ 
culture and public health 
work have been restricted by 
various authorities. Thd two 
aitematjves break down che¬ 
mically much more readily 
than DDT and are considered 
unlikely to-cause widespread 


environmental damage. But 
they have not been used ex¬ 
tensively, owing to their much 
higher cost. 

Scientists are thus search¬ 
ing for a different solution; 
and one ia offered by new, 
promising techniques for kill¬ 
ing off insect pests by in¬ 
troducing “epidemics” of 
their own virus diseases as an 
alternative to destroying them 
with chemical insecticides 
Measures of the sort now ^pro¬ 
gressing in Britain aimed at 
encouraging the industrial 
production of virus ‘ target¬ 
ed’’ for individual insect pest 
species and at testing to in¬ 
sure that they are harmless to 
man, animals and the envi¬ 
ronment have just l>een rec¬ 
ommended by the FAO. 


"Insect viruses kin only one 
- or very few — insect spe¬ 
cies.” says Dr. D. F. Wa¬ 
terhouse. of Australia, chair¬ 
man oi the FAO’s working 
party on i>est resistance to 
pesticides. “And what is more 
important, Insect viruses do 
not seem to have any effect 
whatsoever on man, nr ani¬ 
mals, and can ha handled as 
if they ware insecticides — 
but without any of their ad¬ 
verse effects ” 

Over 300 viruses capable of 
causing deadly diaease to in^ 
sects are already known, txit 
only five of these have been 
produced industrially and 
only one has been cleared for 
limited field use in North 
America. The reason Is that 
their full development tor in¬ 
dustrial production is very ex¬ 
pensive; the and product is 
not protected by patent; and 
the market is severely limited 
because viruses are so selec ¬ 
tive in their deadly effect on 
Insects that each product 
would ha effective against 
only a lew peris at mqst.- 
The scientific and industrial 
work envisaged to bring the 
virus tectmique to )U full po¬ 


tential in agricultural and 
IHJblic health projects would 
involve several year* of inten¬ 
sive development. Specialists 
warn that current alarming 
report* of a substantial inten¬ 
sification the world over of in¬ 
sect resistance to chemical 
pesticides bear out the urgent 
need for the work to tiegin on 
a wides|jread basis immedi¬ 
ately. Hence the importance 
of the reseandi projects pro- 
gi easing at the Universities of 
Dundee and Oxford. 

In Scotland, scientists are , 
trying to dear a loch of algae 
by infecting the water with 
hacteris arid viruses devel¬ 
oped in the laboratory. Labo¬ 
ratory tests at Dundee Uni¬ 
versity have already con¬ 
firmed that some kinds of mi¬ 
cro-organisms are capable of 
dealing with water pollution. 

"The natural warfare lie- 
tween one kind of creature 
and another is often a more 
ferocious and effective way of 
keeping the balance than any¬ 
thing that man can devise,“ 
comments a specialist The 
Dundee experiment has a 
sound scientific base. If aticr 
cessful, it will be followed up 
in many other parts of the 
. world "

Development Corporation is 
meanwhile supporting a 
hire*-year program at the 
Commonwealth Forestry In¬ 
stitute Involving culture meth¬ 
ods of breeding large amounts 
of selective viruses.

Seals ’ Friends 
Claim Libel 
By Fur Firms 


NEW YORK (AP) -r- 
Fnends of Animals Inc., 
brought a ll-mlllton libel auit 
in Manhattan Supreme Court 
Monday against manufac¬ 
turers and unions in the fur 
industry tor allegutg that the 
humane organization staged a 
mass slaughter of seal pups Ui 
incite public revulsion against 
buying the animals’ skins. ~ 

Ttie suit charged that As¬ 
sociated Fur Manutacturers 
Inc., the Furriers’ Joint Coun¬ 
cil of New Yorjc and the Fur 
Conservation Institute of 
America conspired to defame 
Friends of Animals because of 
i t s successful campaign 
against the slaying of the 
seals. 

The fur-manufacturing In¬ 
dustry suffered economic 
losses, the organization said 
in U« suit, as a result of the 
extensive dafhpaigns by 
Friends of Animals and other 
humane societies. 

In its effort to urge women 
not to buy or wear animal 
skins, Friends of Animals said 
it disclosed “the incredible 
brutality supported by fur and 
leather manufacturers in ac¬ 


quiring and using haby seal 
skins, which had bean literal¬ 
ly ripped off tha bodies of live 
baby seals." 

The organization said It 
made helicopters available to 
reiiorters for trips to the sat!- 
hunting grounds to pho¬ 
tograph Uie killing. Beyond 
that, it maintained, it had 
nothing to do with the filming 
or the showing uf the film. 

Because of the publicity, the 
complaint said, die manufac¬ 
turers ; the Joint Council, 
which is a council of trad# 
unions; and the Conservation 
Institute, described in the 
complaint as a public rela¬ 
tions arm of the manufac¬ 
turers, "conspired to defame 
the plaintiff ” 

The complaint said the de« 
fendants had published last 
Sept. 12 tn a weekly news¬ 
paper. Tbe Herald, printed by 
Quality publication*, also a 
defendant in the suit, an arti¬ 
cle that said; 

"Friends of Animals has 
hired trappers to skin baby 
*eals alive to be filmed and 
shown on television under the 
presumption that the act waa 
spot news."

"awards" was one for the 
"meet flagrant effrontery." 
This went to President Nixon

Award for the worst hypoc¬ 
risy went to Prime Minister 
Edward Heath’s government 
for staging a "great debate” 
in parliament on British entry 
into the Eurn|iean Common 
Market while knowing that it,.

Trustees Vote Halt 
On New Personnel

Greater Victoria school 
board Monday night vot¬ 
ed to freeze all hiring of 
personnel until it has ap¬ 
proved its final budget, 

{ nobably some time in 
ate February. 

And in other moves aimed 
ai bringing its 1872 budget 
within the provincial govern¬ 
ment's log per cent limit, the 
boird agreed to write to Edu- 
cation Minister Donald 
Brothers asking that tlie guide¬ 
line be deferred for one 
year - "asking for a stay of 
execution,” said trustee Pi. 
Carron Jameson. 

It also decided to ask the 
district's teachers, members 
of Greater Victoria Teachers’ 
Association, to voluntarily ac¬ 
cept a salary increase of only 
6.5 pur cent, instead of 7.6 per 
cent which an arbitration 
board ftes awarded them. 

The moves came after a 
discussion of the 1872 budget, 
which showed what would 
have to happen in the district 
to keep the budget under the 
108 per cent increase limit. 

A total of 9936,170 would 
htve to be chopped from the 
board’s provisional budget to 
bring the operating sections 
down to the 922,318,131 It is 
allowed to spend without 
going to the district rate¬ 
payers in a referendum. 

At a special board meeting 
Jan. 37, the trustees will de¬ 
cide whether or not to take ita 
budget to referendum, but 
trustees have expressed reluc¬ 
tance to do this. 

Trustees were told Monday 
that If the 108 per bent limit 
must be met these ere the 
kinds of things that would 
happen in the district:

Trustee Walter Donald said 
R was not fair to hire people 
now, then let them go in a 
mon tti or two when there was 
no money to pay them. 

The hoard agreed to a mo¬ 
tion proposed by trustee Dr.

replaced class size will not be 
increased, but oilier personnel

Donald produced for the 
board figures slanting the in¬ 
creases in school operating 
costs since 1961. He said that 
while the enrolment had in¬ 
creased by 40 per cent, ad¬ 
ministrative costs had more 
than quadrupled, instructional 
costs had more than tripled, 
and construction and mainte¬ 
nance costs had more than 
doubled.

Personal Survey 

A previous study on the 
need for day care was made 
In 1995 by Hie Women's 
Bureau while Mrs. Keyserling 
was its head. The current 
NCJW-s|amsorpd study came 
alxHil when she approached 
several women’s groups with 
Ihe idea of making a more 
personal kind of survey She 
fell that more life could he 
breathed into the dry govern¬ 
ment statistics if women vol¬ 
unteers actually visited the 
centres to see what care is 
available. 

Her Windows on Day ("are 
reixirt. she. said, will reveal 
that there are licensed day¬ 
care facilitlea available for 
only 700.000 children, and "li¬ 
censed doesn’t mean quality 
care." 

Of the 127 private day-care 
centres visited hy Ihe volun¬ 
teer researchers, she said, 
only 1 |«r cent could be rated 
"superior." Half were consid¬ 


ered "poor" and iq some 
cases "so had as to lie actual¬ 
ly Injurious." One researcher 
urged the dosing of a centra 
in which she found 35 children 
cared for by two children 
aged 10 and 13, in "absolutely 
filthy surroundings. Toilets 
not flushed and smelly. Bro¬ 
ken equipment, broken win¬ 
dows and doors." Parents 
were paying an average of $25 
a week and some as much as 
$45 ,a week, the researcher 
found-j. 

Mrs Keyserling said Ihe 
average weekly fee charged 
hy private child-care centres 
was $19 per child '{Jon ex¬ 
tensive for most mothers 
without husbands, hut only 
about half of whal quality 
care should cost." Child-care 
experts find that good full-day 
care costs $2.30(1 a year, she 
said. 

Private (ieiitrua 

'Most private centres, the 
volunteers found, pay staff 
members less than $4,000 a 
year- "As was In be expected, 
the majority qf the staff uere 
people with little or no train¬ 
ing in early childhood educa¬ 
tion." Mrs. Keyserling said. 


The 304 non-profit centres 
visited generally paid higher 
s a I a r i e g although staff 
members didn't seem to I* 
much better trained, It was 
found. Ten per cent was rated 
"superior. 10 per cent 
"poor,” with the majority in 
between, “fair." 

Fewer family day-care 
centres were visited because 
"many operators objected tn 
being interviewed.' Mrs Key- 
sel ling said. 

The volunteer researchers 
leimrled visiting one day-care 
home in an unnamed comniw- 
nily that was licensed tn care 
for a maximum of six chil¬ 
dren They lound that Ihe 
home's mothn who was 
without any help — was 
watching over 46 children 

"Eight infaqts were tied to 
cribs." Mrs- keyserling said. 
"Toddlers were tied tn chairs. 
The children were all in a 
kind of stupor. Their only 
source of entertainment was a 
TV set with a had piolura 
tube." 

Family Homes 

Although the volunteers un¬ 
covered some of the "yvorst 
horror stories" in family day¬ 


care homes. Mrs.' Keysrrjing 
said they also found some ex¬ 
cellent ones. 

"The homes In which no 
more than three children 
were being taken care of hy a 
mother — who might not have 
a college education but had a 
warm relationship with the 
children - were better than 
many of the private cent res." 
she said, "although not as 
good as the better nonprofit 
centres.’ 

Of ail tiie day-care setups 
visited, the best of the Head 
Start centres "elicited the 
most praise and enthusiasm 
on the part <>f council 
members. Mrs Keyserling 
said. Public-funded llrgd 
Start programs are limited to 
families earning less than 
$3.9(H) a year. 

Payment Yuries 

'ITie Mondaie Senate hill, ve¬ 
toed by Nixon, would have 
made subsidized* day care !

None of the centres visited 
were open around the clock 
and very Jew were open long 
enough to meet the needs of 
women who work late or on 
weekends, such as nurses, 
waitresses and hotel workers.

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Flower* in the house can lie h great 
joy at this season of the year, bringing 
a breath of spring into the home at a 
time when we are thoroughly tired of 
dull winter weather. Potted bulbs are 
the great standby here, but if you didn't 
get around to potting up any tulips, 
daffs or hyacinths Iasi fail, there is no 
need to get along without ttie company 
of living flowers. A careful search 
around tne garden will be Almost sure 
to turn up the odd plant which can lie 
potted up and brought indoors to pro¬ 
vide some., color, 

Among the crocuses, snowdrops and 
other bulbs, it !| often possible to find a 
few precocious individuals which are 
nicely up and in bud These may lie 
taken up carefully with a hand trowel, 
set into a shallow pottery bowl, and the 
surface covered with fresh green forest 
moss to provide a grand centrepiece for 
the dinner table. After the plants have 
served their purpose, it is sn easy mat¬ 
ter to return them to their pro|>er place 
in the garden. 

Primula Wanda is another little 
charmer who lends herself to this sort 
of treatment, and doesn’t seem to suffer 
the least harm from her stay indoors 
during her flowering period. Wanda 


herself isn't for the dinner table, 
though, fur the lovely deep purple of 
her petals beooqies a rather unpleasant 
magenta shade when viewed under the 
yellow rays of artificial light. Some of 
Wanda's cousins are more Suited for 
after-dark viewing. 

Did you ever try cutting out a square 
of periwinkle Vinca minor with a 
sharp spade and bringing It indoor* In 
sharp spade and hringing it dindoms in 
a shallow ornamental diah or howl? In 
the warmth of ttie house this idant will 
burst into bloom within a week and 
provide a fine display of dainty flowers. 
Branches of ja(ionica. fnrsythia and 
flowering almond can ha cut, too, to he 
brought into bloom in vases of water 

Lily of the Valley can be forced in¬ 
doors also. Dig up a tangled clump of 
roots, shake off the soil end separate 
them Retain only the ones with plump, 
blunt growing points for potting up 
the younger plants with sharp, (minted 
"pipe" are ton immature for foroing. 
Clean up your selected plants, then trim 
the roots to about throe' Inches in 
length, for you won't have room for 
longer roota in your pots or bowls of 
soil. 


A wonderful stimulant for these Lily 
of the Valley roots is to soak them In 
lukewarm water fur half a day. A tem¬ 
perature of UK) degrees is ideal the 
warmth should Lie just barely percepti¬ 
ble to the hands — and inis tempera¬ 
ture can lie maintained during the soak¬ 
ing period by standing the howl bn a 
warm radiator, or even on the TV aet. 
Do NOT uao the kitchen range, even at 
its lowest setting; one nf my neighbours 
simmered the daylights out of her 
roots, then wondered why her stewed 
Lily of the Valley pips wouldn't grow! 

After their four-hour warm bath, the 
mots, may tie (lotted up. I like to hjot 
mine dry first with (wfier towelling an 
i he root hairs dun't cling together and 
can he spread nut in the soil. A five 
inch pot will take six plants nicely, five 
around the edge and one In the middle, 
using purchased putting soil or a mix¬ 
ture of equal parts loam, sand and peat 
moas. Plant with the flbroitp root* fairly 
deep but well spread out, and with the 
white (dps only just barely oovered. 

Keep in a cool, dark place until 
growth oommenoes, then grow on In a 
bright window at ordinary room tem¬ 
peratures.

Misery Good News! 


WASHINGTON - You’re 
going to hear a lot about 
"economic indicators" Uiia 
year. An economic indicator 
is a clue to what is really hap¬ 
pening to the economy. From 
these hints economists can 
make fantastic predictions of 
which way the country will 
tilt in the next 12 months. 

A man who works with 
nothing hut economic indica¬ 
tors is Dr. Friedrich HI raster, 
wno is in charge of the "In- 
put-output Institute of Sensu¬ 
ous Foonomlcs." 

A visit to Dr. Strasser's In¬ 
stitute produced some very in¬ 
teresting but frightening in¬ 
formation.

Dr. Stasaer said Hist at 
the moment all hie economic 
indicators were pointing up. 

"More (jeople are starting 
to travel on the airlines, 
which is a very good sign," he 
told me "At the moment 
though, It's still possible to 
bonk a flight without difficulty 
and have a comfortable ride 
without people lifting on your 
lap. 

"But if tiiinga keep getting 
better, tfta airpori* won't be 
able to handle the traffic, the 
planes will be over-booked, 


luggage will he lost, and the 
airlines will have a very good 
economic year." 

"Wait a minute," I said. 
"Are you trying to say that if 
tiie economy gats better in 
thia country, things will get 
worse?'! 

"Of course I am. Everyone 
knows tiie pnee of a good 
economy is breakdown in 
aervices tint die economy 
provides. The more refriger¬ 
ator* (teople buy, the less 
chance they have of getting 
them repaired. "And the 
more cars that are sold, the 
bigger pollution and traffic 
problems you have. The more 
the country consumes, the 
less opportunity there is of 
getting rid of the gartiage." 

* * * 

Dr. Strasser said one of his 
best economic indicators is 
the behavior nf shop clerks, 
hotel reservation people and 
headwaiters. 

"The nicer they are." ha 
said, "ttie more trouble the 
country t« In. During the re¬ 
cent recession we found shop 
clerka, hotel people and head- 
waiters the most courteous 
they had iieen since the eco¬ 
nomic doldrums of the early 
sixties. 


This indicated in us * that 
tilings were very bad. Lately 
wa ve been spot-checking, and 
we'va discovered that the 
lintel peopla are getting snip¬ 
pety again, the clerks in 
stores are starting not to give 
a damn, end in soma good 
restaurants the hesdwaitere, 
for the first time in two years, 
are becoming their old obnox¬ 
ious patronising selves Tills 
shows (hat things are picking 
up, anti ttie country could lie 
in tor a good year."

"ft’a fantastic how you pen- t 
pie arrive at your conclu-^ 
a ions." I said. 

"It’s foolproof," Dr. Stras- 
ser said. "Let's taka the build¬ 
ing industry as an example. 
When the country ia doing 
badly, no one is digging up die 
streets or drilling staei pilings 
into the ground, or making 
cement at eix o'clock ip the 
morning. People can gat 
an Hind easier, sleep Itetler 
and work in a quieter atmos¬ 
phere.

"But as soon as the econ¬ 
omy improves, the wreckers 
come out to smash down 
buildings, streets are bar¬ 
ricaded by cranes, water and 


gas are turned off, and ttie 
noise drives everyone to lha 
point of suicide 

"By juat checking the ner¬ 
vous breakdown figures in a 
city for the week we can 
gauge how well the building 
industry is doing." 

"So the more anxious the 
country becomes the batter it 
ic for all of us?" 

"Exactly. The best econom¬ 
ic indicators are the sales 
charts nf the anti-acid stom¬ 
ach medicine com¬ 
panies. 

"When sales are down this 
means fieople are content 
and Hie dollar is in trouble. 

But when anti-acid sales are 
up, thia means (teople are 
aick and welting Uicir faith 
back in the country. 

"You can't have economic 
growth without ulcer growth 
at the same time."

‘Then you're predicting a 
good economic year and a 
miserable existence for ail of 
us?" I asked

Acting Uvic Head Eager To 



University of Victoria'* aca¬ 
demic climate and the univer¬ 
sity* role in the community 
are to he weighed by two task 
forces somewhat overdue In 
their formation, UVic acting 
president Hugh Farquhar said

/lay. 

Farquhar aaid that D. J. 
AtacLaurin will be chairman 
of a commission on academic 
develoiMiient and S. A. Jen- 
tdhgi wltl head a oommisaion 
on academic governance. 

Each commission will be e 


four-man body appointed 
from tlie faculty or elsewhere 
within tha university. Each 
commission will report direct¬ 
ly to Farquhar. 

Hie UVlc president said 
there was nothing significant 
about the appointment of the 
two commissions, "It Is just 
the regular type of ongoing 
study carried out by every 
university.** 

He aald UVic. due to its 
explosive growth and need for 
general housekeeping duties 
in contending with the rapid 


growth in students, facilities 
and faculty had “a backlog to 
catch up on," in its regular 
assessment of ils tormatiuh 
and operation. 

"All universities are doing a 
lot of soul-searching these 
days," Farquhar said, "and 
all universities ere going to 
t>e held accountable tor what 
they are doing." 

MacLaurin, a chemistry 
iwatessor, said the commis¬ 
sions would he "laming into 
focus what wa have been 
doing’’ 


"We in the academic world 
are apt to look at things f rom 
three sides and operate ratlier 
deliberately," Jennings said, 
"but we will be on a deadline 
tills time." 

Farquhar said ha would 
name the full memberships of 
tiie commissions and their 
terms of reference "in the 
near future" and details 
would be available on how 
and wliara tha commissions 
would carry out their duties.

bureau to provide speakers 
for community functions on 
request, and }• planning to 
send speakers around the 
province. He will also set up 
an open liouse at the universi¬ 
ty to "let tiie community 
know what is going on at their 
university." 

Jennings has been at UVlc 
since 1964, six. years as head 
of the mathematics depart¬ 
ment and one year as special 
assistant to the president. 
MacLaurin joined UVic in ItHil, 


with experience ir. the pulp 
and paper industry and has 
been acting head of tha chem¬ 
istry department. 

"I have no biases, havg 
made no pre-judgments," 
Jennings, a professor of math¬

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Den Campbell, who was sur* 
prised by the defeat, said 
Monday night he will recom- 
utend to the . B.c. Legislature 
that a 60 per cent yes vote be 
enough for Indian reserves to 
become municipalities in fu¬ 
ture. 

But Chief Lewis sees the 
defeat as a vote of non-con-

Newly-formed Capital Re 
gtnn Tenants' Association will 
diorlnse at a general meeting 
Wednesday what it calls "dis¬ 
criminatory actions and con¬ 
trols against tenants'' pro¬ 
posed by the (Greater Victoria 
Apartment Ownaie Associa¬ 
tion. 4 ___ 

AiiociaBon president Mrs. 
-Haia Dawsiui said Saturday 
her organization had obtained 
a copy of a report printed for 
members of Greater Victoria 
Apartment Owners Associa¬ 
tion which stated, among 
other things, that; — 

• The association should 
work to have security deposits 
reinstated. 

• The B('. government 
ikhouid consult directly with 
the association iiefore any 
changes are made in the R.C. 
landlord end Tenant Act. 

• The attsociation should 
become a memiier of die Vic¬ 
toria Credit Bureau so that it 
ran obtain oopies of tenants' 
credit ratings tn send tn 
apartment managers. 

• The landlord-tenant act 


should be changed because it 
weighs too heavily tn favor of 
tenants. 

Association president Wes 
IhokiB said tn another inter¬ 
view': "I don't know how 
they'd get a report. Apart¬ 
ment owners ere members of 
bureaus anybody cl 5 

belong to one. 

"( don’t know about the 
other one of reinstating secu¬ 
rity ria|N7Sitt," he added. 
"There's t>een nothing done 
«trout it since the last meeting 
nf the tenants advisory 
board." 

Mrs, Dawson said (hat Ihe 
clause that particularly irri¬ 
tated heir in the two-page re¬ 
port was the one referring to 
reinstatement of tha security 
deposit. 

"There's only one item in 
Ihe landlord and Tenant Act 
that protects tenants," she 
said, "and that’s Ihe one 
aimut security dejmsits and 
they want to take away even 
that."

"They re organizing to get 
cheap rates on oil and light, 
decreases in the colt nf appli¬ 
ances and drapes hut rents 
are still going up," she skid. 

Several cnpie« of Ihe report 
had been made, she added, 
and tiiese would he handed 
*nut at the general meeting of 
the tenant! association for 
discussion. 

The organisation hopes to 
gather 20,000 members so that 
I Atlanta could "effectively 
control all rents." an associa¬ 
tion release stated.

ContinuPd demand for legal 
aid servieps has prompted Ihe 
Victoria Bar AsHoclatinn In 
open a secrnid neighbnrhi»od 
clinic, this one" in Victoria 
West. 

The new rlinin npwied its 
doors for the first time at 7 :i0 
p.m,, Monday at the Victoria 
West Community Centre. 519 
Craigflnwer. 

Clinic tijtokeMiian Mike Hut- 
chiaon said Saturday that the 
new ciinie will run on an ex¬ 
perimental basis for six 
weeks and, if it is well pa¬ 
tronized, will continue each 
Monday evening. 

The Vic West clinic will be 
In addition to Ihe one now 
operating each Monday eve¬ 
ning at the Cool Aid Hoalei at 
19U0 Eemwood But no clinic 
will tie held at the Cool Aid 
House at 955 Balmoral any 
more, said Hutchison 

Al»n. beginning Monday, the 
opening time for the clinic at 
lt>e hostel will be 7:50 pm., 
instead of 6 30 p.m. as it hat 
ireen. 

Hutchison said that figures 
available for the first five 
months of operation of the 
clinic at the hostel show that 
a total of more than 650 com¬ 
plaint! were bandied there. 


Between 15 and 40 people with 
legal problems come tn the 
clinic each week and a steady 
flow also goes to the clinic at 
5 p.m. Wednesdays in the 
1 »sw Courts Building, 850 Bur- 
dett. 

. Nearly all the lawyers in 
Greater Victoria now take 
part in Ihe clinic although 
some, whose epccjulty is .not. 
#>ne much used by legal aid 
cases, do little work. 

Ni/rntally three lawyers at¬ 
tend (tie Cool Aid clinic each 
week, and Ihe Vic West clinic 
will start with two lawyers. 
More will he added if needed. 

However, Hutchison said, 
only a small percentage of the 
cases wtiich are brought to 
(tie lawyers' attention actual¬ 
ly make it to the courts. Some 
rases are rejected because 
there is little a lawyer could 
do to improve the situation. 

Others are turned down be¬ 
cause of the nature nf the 
case. For example, divorce 
and matriomial cases are sel¬ 
dom handled unless the bus- 
tody and wellbeing of children 
are involved. 

Tiie reason for this Is that 
there are so many cases of 
this sort coming into the clin¬ 
ics that it is impossible to 
handle them all. About 60 per 
cent of the cases at the hostel

clinic, have been divorce or 
family troubles of S4>m* anil, 
Hutchison said. 

Neither are small debts 
cases accepted, because the 
small debts court is specifi¬ 
cally set up for |»eople ap¬ 


pearing without lawyers. But 
thf consultation with a lawyer 
fof people in such trouble can 
he D| usaful In helping them 
work nut what lo do next, he 
said. 

The volunteer rRS|M>nie of 
all the lawyers to ths iegsl 
aid casts has been excellent. 
Mostly it is the younger law 
yers who handle Uie rases 
that actually come tn courts- 
because they usually havs 
more time, hut there has been 
a gr*od response from many 
senior lawyers who attend the 
clinics and lake on what cases 
they can. 

AltJioofeh lawyers receive 
some payment from legal aid 
criminal cases, all the work 
they do on civil legal aid 
cases is on a volunteer basis. 

'Ihey era paid hack for ac¬ 
tual expenses nf contesting a 
civil case but they and their 
firm may donate $1,000 or 
more nf legal work for an in 
dividual who cannot afford to 
pay. 

Despite ihe good volunteer 
response, this is not the best 
way to run a legal aid system, 
Hutchison said Tha her asso¬ 
ciation would llks to see a 
comprehensive system for 
B.C. In which lawyers would 
he paid for work they do aa in 
Ontario.

Health dare Hit 

TORONTO (CPI The 
Union of Ontario Indians 
called Saturday for a 
coroner’s inquest into tha 
deaths of three northwestern 
Ontario Indiana in an influen¬ 
za epidemic, terming federal 
health services in the area "a 
disgrace ” 
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studied the effect nf Washing¬ 
ton’s new liberalized abortion 
law during its first seven 
months, said two-third* of tha 
7,239 women having abortions 
did not use contraceptives and 
“The failure In use conlracp|>- 
tivos was especially common 
among ‘never’ married 
women irrespective of age.” 

He recommends additional 
counseling, increased avail¬ 
ability of contra captives and 
realignment nf "our attitudes 
ahout pregnancy." 

"I'm making an assumidion 
that the process nf abortion is 
basically had and is only bet¬ 
ter than having a child you do 
not want,” Beasley said. 

According to the study, the 
average woman who seeks an 
aftnrtinn in Washington is 
white, under 25 years old, un¬ 
married and does not use con¬ 
traceptives. One out nf every 
six pregnancies is likely to he 
aborted, the study concluded. 

Some HI |>Pr cent of the 
ahortions reported din ing that 
seven-month period were done 
on women under 25, Reasiey 
said. Unmarried women ac¬ 
counted for 56 per cent of the 
abortions. 

Washington state permits 
ahortions to residents without 
showing cause in any hospital 
or state approved outpatient 
clinic, Beasley said. 

“More than 90 per rent of 
abortions were performed on 
women who had been preg¬ 
nant twelve or less weeks/* 
he said.

The scientists described 
tiieir finding as “preiiminary 
rthd tenlalive" hul Surgeon 
General Jesse Sleinfeld said it 
was the first time evidence 
had been frresenled to show a 
link between television and 
real-life violence. 

Releasing the research re¬ 
port that was done al govern¬ 
ment request. Sleinfeld told 4 
news conference, "This study 
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is not a whitewash. For the 
first time it identifies a casual 
connection between violence 
on TV and subsequent aggres¬ 
sive behavior by children ’ 

'Hie surgeon general's 
“whitewash" reference was 
intended to retail criticism of 
the 12-memiier Scientific advi¬ 
sory committee that prepared 
the report. 

Two of its members were 
television network employees 
and seven of 40 scientists who 
had been suggested as com¬ 
mittee members in |9H9 were 
eliminated by titetnfield when 
the networks told him they 
yvere not “appropriate.”

Greater Victoria school 
board Monday night vot¬ 
ed to freeze all hiring of 
personnel until It has ap¬ 
proved It* final budget, 
probably some time in 
late February. 

And in other moves aimed 
at bringing its 1972 budget 
within the provincial, govern¬ 
ment’s 108 per cent limit, the 
board agreed to write to Edu- 
cation Minister Donald 
Brothers asking that the guide¬ 
line be deferred for one 
year — “asking for a stay of 
execuUon,’’ said trustee Dr. 
Carron Jameson. 

It also decided to ask tlie 
district's teachers, memliers 
of Greater Victoria Teachers’ 
Association, to voluntarily ac¬ 
cept a salary increase of only 
6.5 per cent, Instead of 7.6 per 
cent which an ai*bitratlon 
board has awarded them. 

Die moves came after a 
discussion of the 1672 budget, 
which showed what would 
have to happen in the district 
to keep tiie budget under the 
106 per oent increase limit. 

A total of *926.170 would 
have to tie chopped from the 
lioard’g provisional budget to 
bring the operating section* 
down to tha $22,218,131 It is 
allowed to spend without 
going to the district rate¬ 
payers in a referendum. 

At a special board meeting 
Jan. 27, the trustees will de¬ 
cide whether or not to take its 
budget to referendum, but 
trustees have expressed reluo- 
tance to do this. 

Trustees were told Monday 
that -if the 106 per cent limit 
must be met these ere tlie 
kinds of tilings that would 
haigjen in the district: 4 

• Elimination of the fami¬ 
ly life education program 
Feb. 1. 

• Elimination of the swim¬ 
ming program Feb. 1.

Greatest debate during, the 
budget discussion came over 
the temporary freeze on hir¬ 
ing both teachers end non- 
teaching personnel. 

Because of the decision, 
three teachers one clerk ste¬ 
nographer and one janitor 
were not hired for January. 

District administrators said 
the three teachers were all es¬ 
sential- to the operations of 
their schools — one was to 
teach a course no one else in 
Hie sciiool could teach, one 
was a special learning assis¬ 
tance teacher, and the third 
came from a small school 
where combining classes wee 
impossible. f 

The janitor was for Cunzv 
fun College and if one was not 
appointed, there would he no 
heat in the building at certain 
times of the day. 

Ail involved had been work¬ 
ing in the school*district since 
the first of the year. 


But board chairman Allan 
McKinnon told the board that 
for each two teachers the 
board hired now. five (those 
two and three mure) would 
have to be let go in Sep¬ 
tember if the 108 pel' cent 
limit remained in effect. 

Trustee Walter Donald said 
It was not fgir to hire people 
now. then let them go in a 
month or two when there was 
no money to pay them.

Mudge ‘Defeat’ Stuns Band

CAPE MI DGE; - Indian 
leaders were stunned Monday 
night when a referendum nar¬ 
rowly failed to clear the way 
for the Cape Mudge reserve 
to become the first Indian 
munu'ipality in Canada. 

Women burst into tears and 
ran from the reserve band 
council office when It became 
apparent that the necessary 
75 per cent majority could not 
quite be reached. 


The result - 71.4 per cent 
in favor at incorporation 
under- a federally and provin- 
daily approved agreement — 
was a shock to band chief 
Lawrence Lewis, who vowed 
he would quit. 

Of the 101 eligible voters, 91 
went to the polls at Cape 
Mudge and the Quinsam re¬ 
serve in Campbell Hiver. 

And 65 voted in favor of in- 
cor|x»rution and 36 against, 
with no spoiled ballots. 


A switch of four uoas to yas 
would have passed the refer¬ 
endum. 

Municipal Affaire Minister 
Dun Campbell, who was sur¬ 
prised by the defeat, said 
Monday night he will recom¬ 
mend to the B.C. Legislature 
that a 60 per pent yes vote be 
enough for Indian reserves to 
become municipalities in fu¬ 
ture. 

But Chief Lewis sees the 
defeat as a vote of non-oon- 


fidencL and will resign “as 
soon as I can put it In writ¬ 
ing," which he said would 
probably lie today. 

Lewis and most other In¬ 
dian leaders at Cape Mudge 
had been highly confident that 
the referendum would pass 
because the mt»ve toward mu¬ 
nicipal status offered the In¬ 
dians “nothing to lose and 
everything to gain." 

"I'm not so much upset as 
very disappointed," visibly 


shaken Lewis told a Colonist 
correspondent at Cape Mudge 
after the decision had been 
declared by Indian affairs de- 
p a r t m e n t representative 
Gerry Cook of Campbell 
Hiver. 

"1 thought we had it made 
until the string of 'no' votes 
began to come out," Lewis 
said. 

The next step for the re¬ 
serve will be up to its new 
chief. 


Lewis did not know Ikav 
long it would be before the 
municipality question could 
be put fo the voters again. 

The chief had his heart set 
on becoming the acting mayor 
of the village of Cape Mudge 
— a position he would have 
held if the referendum had 
passed.

BELFAST - Seven men es¬ 
caped from the prison ship 
Maidstone by sawing through 
a steel porthole bar Monday 
night and swimming 400 yards 
in the icy water of Belfast 
harbor to the docks. »- 

The detainees, held as su¬ 
spected guerillas of the Irish 
Republican Army on what 
was considered an escape- 
proof prison ship, hijacked a 
bus to reach sanctuary in the 
Roman Catholic dock district 
known as the Markets Area. 

Six hundred British troops 
ringed the district and slowly 
tightened the cordon, meeting 
resistance as they moved* in. 
Shooting erupted end e police 
source said at least one man 
had been shot by the troops. 

The shooting was sporadic 
and soldiers kept everyone 
outside the ring. 

"Come he/) or high water 
we must gel these men to¬ 
night,’’ said a British army 
officer on the scene. 

This was the first break of 
internees, but the fifth suc¬ 


cessful escape of prisoners hi 
the last six month* 

Unofficial reports from the 
Maidsbaie said the men wore 
swim trunks under regular 
clothes. After overpowering 
guards on the deck of the 
prison ship, the men dived 
into tiie water.
